HYDERABAD EXPLOSIONS, 


On the 7th of April 1906, and again on the 15th April, the Cordite Magazine at 
Hyderabad caught fire. On the first occasion Sub-Conductor Purkis, acting on his own 
jnitiative, entered the magazine with his Lascars while smoke was still issuing from the 
building, and, by pouring water on the smouldering cases of cordite, extinguished the fire. 
Had һе not succeeded in so doing the loss of life, both in the Fort (which was fully | 
occupied at the time) and in the City (the population, some 1 38,000 in number, not having 
received warning of the danger), must have been very serious, On the second occasion 
the senior Officer ordered the evacuation of the Fort, and Purkis was the last person to leave 
‘after having done everything in his power to avert the explosion, Notwithstanding tbat 
the Fort was cleared and the City warned, lives were lost when the second fire oi » 
On each occasion both gunpowder and cordite were involved.
